THE MAINS MEDIA HAS 

MORE LES 

NEWS THAT BRITISH 
based Islamist terrorists — presumably 
suicide bombers — planned to blow up as 
many as ten airliners with colorless liquid 
explosives as the planes cruised over the 
Atlantic as a new development.

killing 2700 
crashing two 
jets loaded with 
passengers into 
the Manhattan 
icons. As we are 
all so painfully aware, a third jet crashed 
into the Pentagon and a fourth went down 
in the Pennsylvania countryside that day, 
scuttled passengers who sacrificed 
themselves keep the aircraft from being 
used as yet another piloted bomb. 

The history is relevant and instructive 
for a number of reasons. 

The terrorist threat is real and long- 
standing. Last week's foiled attacks are 
not some the loonier fringes 
the left would have believe prompt- 
outrage over our outrageous war 
Iraq. Nor are they in any way connected 
to the surprise war between Israel and 
Hezbollah. The planning had to be well

ed. The would-be British bombers are part 
of the same dedicated group of Islamofas- 
cists who attacked New York and Wash- 
ington, Indonesia and Madrid, and Lon- 
don last summer. They want people like 
those reading this newspaper dead, 
women treated as chattel, democracy re- 
placed with theocracy, and a medieval 
form of Islam to triumph. Theirs is a 
sobering agenda. And the truly scary 
thought is, had they not conceived such 
a grandiose attack involving so many 
planes and so many people, they might 


have actually succeeded. 

The shame all that, despite 
George Bush's ineptly prosecuted war on 
terror, despite the right-wing subversion 
the Constitution, despite the secret tor- 
ture camps Europe and the open dis- 
grace of Guantanamo, this nation is only 
marginally more secure today than it was 
before 9/11. true that the still-at-large 
bin Laden has been neutralized and 
Qaeda fractionalized. But the centrally 
organized mayhem they represented has 
been replaced by grassroots terrorists 
who, while inspired by the likes of Al 
Qaeda, are, according to European ex- 
perts, essentially self-directed free-

Windy talk aside, Bush, along with 
both Democrats and Republicans, has 
failed what needs done.

The ease with which a nuclear or 
toxic bomb could be ferried into a major 
coastal city is frightening.

But it is a cost that must be borne if 
truly effective security is to be achieved. 
After all, does make any sense lock 
the front door while keeping the back 
door ajar? As it stands now, passengers 
are forced to stand in long lines while the 
possibility exists that explosives poison 
gas could stowed board awaiting 
takeoff. And passenger profiling, even 
professionally rigorous practiced 
Israel — will be only another half-meas- 
ure not accompanied tight backroom 
security.

Wise words, these. Just ask Dave Guarino. 

Earlier this month, Guarino took over as 
director for the gubernatorial 
campaign Tom Reilly, the Democratic at- 
torney general (AG), after previously doing 
the same job the office. Apparently, 
one first tasks his new role was 
coordinate with Ray Rogers head the 
New Campaign Stop Killer 
Coke effort discredit Deval Patrick, 
Reilly’s rival for the Democratic nomination 
and former Coca-Cola Company general 
counsel. August his first day with the 
campaign, Guarino outlined a strategy for 
introducing Rogers to the Boston media and 
e-mailed it to several other Reilly insiders; 
this correspondence continued on August 4. 

Fast-forward to Saturday, August 12, when 
hefty chunks those e-mails made their 
way into in a damning column by the Boston 

lobe’s Joan Vennochi. Coupled with 

Cuarino’s attendant denial — “our campaign 
has had involvement with [Rogers], that’s 
the truth” the excerpts question under- 
cut Rogers’s ability turn Patrick’s Coke con- 
nection into campaign issue. They made 
Guarino look foolish. And they raised fresh 
doubts about the political talents of Reilly, 
who'd been enjoying an unblemished sum- 
mer after a stretch of bad gaffes earlier this 
year. Now, with the Democratic primary just 
five weeks away, voters who might have at- 
tributed Reilly’s earlier blunders simple 
bad luck have new reason to wonder: if the 
AG gets the nomination, could he make it 
through the general election without self-de- 
structing? “The idea of Reilly being inept had 
scabbed over,” says one Democratic consult- 
ant. “This scratches the scab.” 


FLYING LOW 

The good news for Reilly and his support- 
ers that Killer isn’t getting the 
level of attention Reilly’s previous errors 
did. January after the Herald reported 
Reilly’s intercession the investigation 
a crash that killed the daughters of a Reil- 
ly-campaign contributor — the Herald ran 
with the subject, columnists at the Globe 
weighed in, and and radio covered ex- 
tensively. When, just a few weeks later, 
Reilly made the disastrous decision to 
mame Marie St. Fleur as his running mate, 
that became a huge story as well. 

So far, though, the Killer Coke scandal 
hasn't driven the news in the same way. On 
Sunday, August 13, the day after Vennochi’s 
column ran the paper, the Globe followed 
with slight item that was written 
LeMont Calloway, a summer intern, and 
buried on page Bs. That same day, the 
s “Pols and Politics” column cited 
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NEVER WRITE YOU CAN SPEAK,” LOMASNEY FAMOUSLY 


was floundering. Monday, however, nei- 
ther the Globe nor the Herald addressed the 
subject — and while it got some play on talk 
radio, it had zero presence on TV. On Tues- 
day, a Globe story (by newly minted State 
House reporter Cristina Silva) quoted Reilly 
professing ignorance about Guarino’s plans 
but adding that Rogers raised “fair ques- 
tions”; once again, the Herald said nothing. 

some extent, this lack media buzz 
matter timing: after all, Vennochi’s 
scoop came late-summer weekend, 
one the worst possible times for story 
get traction. But there are other factors 
at work here as well. 

For starters, Boston's dailies each have 
good reason let the story slide. Take the 
Globe. Read tandem with Au- 
gust column “Killer Coke’s Charges 
Flat” her August piece looks like sting- 
ing rebuff Frank Phillips, the veter- 
State House reporter, written 
August story that discussed Rogers’s pend- 
ing trip Massachusetts oddly credu- 
lous light. (In response Phillips’s piece, the 
liberal political blog Blue Mass. Croup report- 
that Killer Coke seems one-man op- 
eration linked Corporate Campaign, Inc., 
for-profit consulting operation, 
rather than “group labor activists,” 
Phillips described it.) Had they followed 
work, the news desk 
would have been implicitly criticizing the 
work its top political reporter. (As the 
Phoenix went press, Globe political editor 
David Dahl said the news desk would contin- 
reporting the story and added, wish the 
news side would have had those e-mails. 
That was a great bit of reporting by Joan.”) 

for the Herald, Killer Coke seems like 
just the kind hard-hitting gotcha story 
the tabloid thrives on. But the Herald also 
tends to write off stories when the Globe gets 
there first. (The Clobe usually takes a differ- 
ent tack when beaten competitor: 
waits bit and then re-reports the story 
without mentioning the rival who broke it.) 

In addition, both the Reilly and Patrick 
campaigns have their own incentives al- 
low the story to fade away. During the South- 
borough-crash-intercession controversy, 
Reilly was, if anything, too quick to publicly 
defend his integrity. In this case, though, 
he’s kept low allowing his spokes- 
people most the damage control. 

The Patrick campaign’s subdued response 
might seem counterintuitive, but it’s actually 
good strategy. Condemning the Reilly camp’s 
behind-the-scenes collaboration with Rogers 
would mean reminding voters Rogers’s 
critiques Patrick’s Coke tenure, and 
corporate ties general, which 
represent Reilly’s favorite anti-Patrick talking 
point. What’s more, a weakened Reilly can- 
didacy only benefits Patrick picks 


more undecided voters and Reilly supporters 
than Chris Gabrieli, the third Democrat 
the race. But Patrick and Gabrieli partisans 
alike think Gabrieli will benefit most 
Reilly hemorrhages support. “It’s almost 
better to have Reilly out there as a wounded 
duck, opposed he’s out the race, 
and more moderate-to-conservative voters 
turn Gabrieli,” one Patrick loyalist argues. 


CATS AND BAGS 

The Reilly campaign’s apparent coordination 
with Rogers isn’t necessarily problematic 
from legal point view. Massachusetts 
law prohibits for-profit entities like Corpo- 
rate Campaign, Inc., Rogers’s consulting 
operation, from making “in-kind” (i.e., non- 
cash) contributions campaigns. But 
Corporate Campaign, funded Rogers’s 
recent anti-Patrick efforts Massachu- 
setts, and those efforts are deemed contri- 
butions to Reilly — both of which remain 
open questions the Reilly committee 
could simply pay Corporate Campaign for 
services rende °d and note this payment on 
campaign-finance filings. (More campaign- 
finance arcana: Rogers, rather than his 
corporation, is found to have made an in- 
kind contribution Reilly, the cash value 
that contribution would capped $500.) 
Oddly, Vennochi may have done Reilly fa- 
vor here: the Reilly-Rogers link been 
revealed until later after the relevant re- 
porting period had closed, and without the 
requisite disclosure the could have 
been nailed for campaign-finance viola- 
tion that would compromise his carefully 
cultivated squeaky-clean image.) 

Even and even the Killer Coke story 
peters out the whole episode bodes poorly 
for Reilly’s political future. The e-mails 
Vennochi obtained were apparently sent toa 
few members inner circle, includ- 
ing top advisers Will Keyser and John 
Stefanini. These messages may have leaked 
out inadvertently. But it’s more likely they 
were disclosed intentionally, part in- 
ternal battle over the course Reilly’s candi- 
dacy. “The sign campaign free fall 
when insiders are tagging other people with 
blame for the failed campaign,” says the 
aforementioned Democratic insider. “And 
when that starts before you actually lose, it’s 
problem. somebody the inside leaked 
this e-mail, that’s circular firing squad.” 

Back February, after Marie St. Fleur’s 
one-day stint running mate came 
close, Reilly held press conference and 
stated the obvious. “Politics are not my 
strong suit,” the AG announced. “I have to 
work and improve the politics this 
campaign.” Six months on, he doesn’t seem 
to have succeeded. If Democratic voters give 
Reilly the nod primary day, they’ll know 
exactly what they’re getting. ©

Place in Roxbury, someone shot a Boston 
police officer, Gregory Gallagher, the 
rear end with the officer’s own gun. 

A year later, a Suffolk County prosecutor 
convinced a jury that Cowans was the 
shooter. The only problem was that the ev- 
idence, though compelling, was false. 
Cowans didn’t do it. Nevertheless, he 
spent six and half years prison for 
the crime. 

Two years ago, Cowans was exonerated. 
The City of Boston recently paid him $3.2 
million settle claims that the police de- 
partment violated his civil rights. And, 
under the terms its wrongful-conviction 
compensation law, the Commonwealth of 
Massachusetts paid him an additional 
$500,000. 

That does not mean Boston officials 
have acknowledged any wrongdoing, let 
alone accepted culpability. Indeed, the city 
asserted its official legal defense that 
“the injuries and damages alleged” 
the pain, suffering, humiliation, Hepati- 
tis C, and loss of income, family relations, 
personal freedom, and sex life that Cowans 
endured prison “were caused the 
own intentional conduct.” Ap- 
parently his wrongful conviction had 
nothing with it. 

The Cowans case, along with other 
wrongful Suffolk County convictions that 
came to light between 1999 and 2004, 
sparked reform and internal investigation 
in local law enforcement. The Boston Po- 
lice Department (BPD) shut down and 
restarted from scratch the latent-finger- 
print unit that the Cowans case revealed 
woefully inadequate. The BPD and Suffolk 
County District Attorney’s office adopted a 
new set guidelines for obtaining eyewit- 
ness identifications. Many of the officers 
involved the Cowans investigation re- 
tired from the force. Attorney General 
Thomas Reilly investigated possible crimi- 
nal charges against police officers. 

And yet, Boston residents still don’t re- 
ally know what led the wrongful convic- 
tion Stephan Cowans. 

Civil lawsuits like Cowans’s help 
dredge dirty details about the police

According to the BPD’s review of what 
happened, officers Dennis LeBlanc and 
Rosemary McLaughlin of the latent-finger- 
print unit walked into court knowing full 
well that the fingerprint was not 
Cowans'’s, and testified that it was.

LeBlanc told the Cowans jury that the fin- 
gerprints had 16 “points of identification,” 
making it a strong match, or, as he put it, 
“identical.” McLaughlin testified to the 
match as well. More troubling, the com- 
parison charts that LeBlanc prepared and 
displayed in court contained many inaccu- 
racies, according to the forensics team 
that reviewed the case. “There are multi- 
ple ‘Points Identification’ marked 
the enlargement the known inked 
[Cowans] fingerprint that in no way coin- 
cide with the same area of the latent fin- 
gerprint the crime the 
team wrote report submitted the 
BPD on March 8, 2004. 

The BPD McLaughlin and 
LeBlanc on administrative leave without 
pay, and both retired before disciplinary 
action was taken. Now, the city has settled 
lawsuit behalf all the of- 
ficers except McLaughlin and LeBlanc, 
who appear to have been intentionally ex- 
cluded. Cowans’s complaints against them 
are still ongoing federal court. 

LeBlanc and McLaughlin, and their 
lawyers, dispute the allegations deliber- 
ate misidentification. “That’s categorically 
false,” says LeBlanc’s attorney, Kenneth H. 
Anderson. “He made a mistake.” 

LeBlanc’s explanation aside, local 
officials not believe this was simple 
mistake. how much further does the 
story go? 

Unfortunately, the city doesn’t seem 
think the public owed further explana- 
tion. Although acting police commissioner 
James Hussey promised, when retaining

forensics-consulting firm Ron Smith & As- 
sociates in January 2004, that “the results 
this independent audit will made 
public,” the BPD never released the March 
8, 2004, report. Nor did it distribute three 
additional reports from Smith Associ- 
ates. The Phoenix has obtained all four re- 
ports, the latter three through BPD public- 
information requests. 

O'Toole, just days after being sworn in 
as commissioner, referred the case to the 
attorney office for possible crimi- 
nal investigation immediately after being 
briefed on it. Attorney Ceneral Reilly con- 
vened a grand jury. But despite Reilly's 
strong public statements, making clear 
that he believed crimes were committed, 
his office failed to bring any indictments. 

far officials have gone 
trying to explain why Cowans went to 
prison for six and a half years. Then, the 
city turned around and fought keep 
what it knows from coming out in 
Cowans'’s civil lawsuit, finally settling the 
suit last week without admitting any 
wrongdoing — and leaving many critical 
questions unanswered. 

That may good legal strategy, but 
it’s questionable public policy. The 
Menino administration, for reasons that 
has never sufficiently explained, seems 
determined limit the public accounta- 
bility the police. 


EXTRAORDINARY SCREW-UP 
One the lingering questions the 
Cowans case concerns the fact that, prior 
to the trial in 1998, Cowans’s lawyer sent 
the fingerprint evidence to two independ- 
ent examiners who both agreed that the 
prints were a match. Civen what we now 
know about the prints, it seems highly 
implausible some who have seen the 
prints that these examiners were sent the 
correct evidence. 

The BPD did not ask its forensics con- 
sultants to find out. Oddly, members of 
the Smith & Associates team brought in to 
analyze the mistaken fingerprint identifi- 
cation tell the Phoenix that they were never 
told that outside analysts verified the 
match. Upon learning this from the 
Phoenix, they expressed amazement and re- 
iterated that, given the fingerprints pre- 
sented court, experienced examiner 
never mind two independent each 
another could have found them 
match. 

Back in May 2004, Cowans'’s attorney, 
James Dilday, told the Phoenix that he had 
learned from Reilly's office how his ana- 
lysts were led astray. Somehow, someone 
the police department “mistakenly put 
Stephan Cowans’s name on one of the 
elimination prints.” 

“Elimination prints” are those taken 
from people not under suspicion who may 
have touched the crime-scene evidence. In 
this case, the evidence was a glass mug 
that shooter drank from, 
when spent several minutes inside 
adjacent house after the incident. The 
“elimination prints” included residents 
that house, including Bonnie Lacey, who 
gave the water to the shooter, and Bryant 
McEwen, who lived Bonnie Lacey’s 
house. 

Two fingerprints were found the 
glass. One was Lacey’s. The other, which 
was said to be Cowans’s, actually came 
from McEwen. 

Curiously, the Smith team discovered 
that the McEwen elimination prints were 
mislabeled as Lacey's, an extraordinary 
screw-up on its own, described by the 
Smith team as “a clerical error made by 
Det. Callahan when collecting” the 
2limination prints. 

But that wouldn’t cause anyone 


think the print left McEwen was 
Cowans’s — which means that, if Dilday 
is correct, McEwen’s elimination prints 
were mislabeled again, this time with 
Cowans’s name and signature. This all 
the more remarkable because Callahan 
took fingerprints June and 
again on June 3, but Cowans’s name did 
not first surface in connection with the 
case until June 10. 

other words, the fingerprint card 
could not have been simply mislabeled at 
the time it was created; somebody would 
have had deliberately doctor finger- 
print card more than a week later, record- 
ing Cowans’s name and signature on the 
card with the set elimination prints 
that happened match the one the 
glass mug — even though, officially, no- 
body ever even discovered the match be- 
tween those elimination prints and the 
one the mug until after exon- 
eration in 2004. 

The circumstances surrounding Officer 
Gregory Gallagher’s shooting have also 
never been satisfactorily explained. 
testified that left his patrol 
car and began following suspect, who 
was looking intently across the street at 
two girls. The suspect, according to Gal- 
lagher, first walked away, then ran, then 
eluded Gallagher but then stopped and 
sat on a backyard picnic bench until 
Gallagher caught up with him. Then, af- 
ter wrestling away Gallagher’s gun and 
shooting him, the suspect spent five 
minutes in an adjacent house. At that 
point, with the area swarming with cops, 
he simply walked away unnoticed. 

An anonymous tip, 10 days later, led 
detectives suspect Cowans. was ap- 
parently so persuasive that even though 
Cowans is much shorter than witnesses’ 
descriptions, and even though nothing 
else linked Cowans to the crime, detec- 
tives arrested Cowans and accused him of 
the shooting. 

After LeBlanc provided the erroneous 
fingerprint match, Gallagher then identi- 
fied Cowans as the man who shot him, in 
what are believe was honest mis- 
take. A mistake, incidentally, that Lacey 
and McEwen did not make neither IDed 
Cowans. 

If Gallagher’s ID was simply a mis- 
take, this should seriously trouble any 
prosecutor, because then juror should 
ever trust any eyewitness identification. 
testimony, was ideal one could pos- 
sibly hope for. trained law-enforce- 
ment professional, got multi- 
ple eye-to-eye looks at the suspect stand- 
ing, sitting, and in motion, outside ona 
cloudless, sunny afternoon and then 
engaged in a direct hand-to-hand strug- 
gle with him. 

After the exoneration, Gallagher con- 
tinued insist that his identification was 
correct. Others have raised questions 
about Gallagher's testimony. According to 
a Boston Herald report, O’ Toole suggested 
tion to LeBlanc and McLaughlin, when 
she referred the case to Reilly for investi- 
gation early 2004. 

The Herald also reported that O’Toole 
recommended that Reilly consider charges 
against Sergeant Detective Kevin 
Waggett, the officer who arrested Cowans 
warrant violation and got the ball 
rolling his eventual conviction. 
Waggett, the Herald said, had prior beef 
with Cowans. 

Waggett was among the first re- 
spond the scene shoot- 
ing, and questioned witnesses, includ- 
ing Lacey and McEwen. also happened 
the patrol partner John Callahan, 
the man who mislabeled McEwen's 
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elimination prints. And Waggett’s broth- 
er, Frederick Waggett, was top member 
the BPD gang unit, working closely 
number cases with homicide detectives 
Herbert Spellman and John McCarthy, the 
detectives who led the Cowans investiga- 
tion. The cases those three were working 
included several with cooperating inform- 
ants. (Including, coincidentally, Edward 
Mills, who provided information that 
John Tibbs, not Marion Passley, commit- 
ted the murder of Tennyson Drakes, for 
which Passley was wrongfully convicted 
in 1996.) 


FIGHTING TRANSPARENCY 

The failure of officials at the city, county, 
and state levels come grips with the 
Cowans case leaves unfulfilled the promis- 
es made in 2004, in the wake of a string of 
wrongful conviction stories, to rebuild the 
city’s trust its criminal-justice institu- 
tions. That’s why civil lawsuits, like the 
one the city just settled with Cowans, rep- 
resent last chance for the public 
glimpse criminal-justice system gone 
wrong. not subject public officials 
want pursue. 

Neil Miller, who spent 10 years in 
prison for rape did not commit, re- 
ceived a $3.2 million settlement from the 
city, but no acknowledgment of the 
wrongdoing was paying for and ac- 
tion was taken against any officers in- 
volved. Donnell Johnson, exonerated of 
the murder for which spent five years 
of his life incarcerated for, lost his civil 
suit, although the judge admonished the 
detectives. The city has never admitted 
culpability that case, held anyone ac- 
countable. Nor has anyone been disci- 
plined for the wrongful conviction 
Shawn Drumgold, who served 15 years for 
the murder of Tiffany Moore, after police 
officers allegedly intimidated witnesses 
and lied about deals made for testimony. 
The city fighting just hard against 
Drumgold’s civil suit, which is scheduled 

trial January. Ditto Ulysses 
Rodriguez-Charles, whose civil suit also 
pending for the years spent prison 
for rape did not commit. 

With Boston’s murder rate at a 10-year 
high, and new scandal involving alleged 
crooked cops, the city could use some 
transparency help rebuild confidence 
its police department. 

But throughout the Cowans lawsuit, 
the city’s attorneys have resisted revealing 
more than they need to, both public 
and court responses. Asked repeatedly 
court documents whether the city 
agrees with specific conclusions the 
Smith & Associates’ March 8 report, for in- 
stance, the most the city would concede is 
that the report “speaks for itself.” 

The city also asked for and received pro- 
tective orders keep depositions and 
documents sealed from the public 
including deposition given Kathleen 
before she left for new job 
Ireland, and depositions given former 
members the identification unit. 
Those protective orders remain effect, 
and will continue least until the 
LeBlanc-McLaughlin suit concludes 
ever does. 

There are times when, under attack, 
city acts like corporation using any legal 
means protect its shareholders’ inter- 
ests. But the same time, owes the 
people accounting how and why 
locked citizen away for crime that the 
district attorney and a superior court con- 
cluded did not commit.

eorge Andrinopoulos, 30, and 
his wordsmith partner, Seamus 
Ryan, 31, have been doing their 
best keep old-school-style 
hip-hop alive Boston and be- 
yond since they first met, in 1992.

obody is surprised when Paris 
Hilton screws up. She’s a living 
cartoon, someone gossip 
nists depend on to slur faux pas 
and engage in loud public dis- 
plays of bad behavior and irresistible 
eee loaded misadventures. But her latest 
’ shocker is far more outrageous than one of 
her infamous nip slips. That would be her 
forthcoming homonymous debut, Paris 
Warner Bros. , August 22) — specifically 
the disc’s sophisticated, if trendy, party 
beats and the remarkable tone her voice. 
More to the point, she sounds good. Better 
than good. Paris may evidence that one 
the Hilton girls was put this earth for 
reasons that beyond the number 
Swarovski crystals glued her BlackBerry.

old Sounds were in the middle of a 

hellacious set of Pavement covers at 

the JVC-Newport Jazz Festival last 

Saturday afternoon when a woman 

who appeared her 7os 
blonde, resplendent flowing white em- 
broidered blouse and matching white pants 
and sandals — turned to me and said, “This 
is the sleeper of the day! I was going to get a 
lemonade and go back to Al Jarreau, but this 
happening!” 

It was that kind of weekend in Newport — 
a beautiful mess of anomalous sounds and 
concepts, and clear, dry weather to boot. And 
yes, in case you haven't heard, Gold Sounds 
are project put together the stoners 
Brown Brothers Recordings ask the musi- 
cal question the most fucked-up jazz 
tribute project you can think of?” Well, not 
exactly. But after the release of a homony- 
mous album, I thought I'd probably heard 
the last the Gold Sound guys. Yet here 
the festival were jazz heavyweights James 
Carter and Cyrus Chestnut with bassist Vi- 
cente Arthur and drummer Ali Jackson (of 
Wynton Marsalis’s quartet and the Lincoln 
Center Jazz Orchestra) — as black a group as 
you could get, playing the whitest nerdy 
white indie rock. They took tunes like “Cut 
Your Hair” and “Blue Hawaiian,” funked 
them up, twisted them, drop-kicked them 
into free time, and made jazz even when 
Jackson was slamming down the hardest of 
rock backbeats. Pondering their next move 
between songs, Carter (who returned on Sun- 
day with his organ trio) said sotto voce, “Let’s 
spin the wheel greatest hits.” 
Then Jackson started slapping his tam- 
bourine while Carter tongue-slapped his 
tenor and began squawking the opening 
notes “Summer Babe.” 

The smorgasbord festival set-up over- 
lapping shows on three stages — guarantees 
that you'll never catch the full arch of a sin- 
performance unless willing miss 
part all another. was when head- 
ed for Gold Sounds after 10 minutes of the 
Preservation Hall Jazz Band at the small 
Pavilion Stage. heard amiable “Bill Bai- 
ley, You Please Come Home” trum- 
pet, bass, banjo, piano, no drummer, 
though the trap kit was on stage. Later! 
heard reports that the Preservation crew had 


raised the roof, got the whole place doing a 
second line, with even couple face-paint- 
ringers leading the proceedings like mi- 
ni Social Aid and Pleasure Club. Oh well. 

This year’s event was not the “pure” jazz 
presentation of the soth anniversary show a 
couple years ago. But only curmudgeon 
would complain that there wasn’t enough 
“serious” jazz on the bill. The Pavilion and 
Water Side stages (about 300 and 150 seats, 
respectively, with plenty of room for 
overflow) allow the festival to bring in com- 
mercially iffy prospects like Gold Sounds, vio- 
linist Jenny Scheinman, the Marty Ehrlich 
Sextet, and solo guitarist Marc Ribot. the 
glitzy side, the Friday-night opener lured a 
good crowd to the Newport Casino, where 
Jane Monheit over-emoted but then quieted 
the typically loud, drunken Casino crowd in 
piano-vocal duet “Over the Rainbow” 
and headliner John Pizzarelli proved better 
comedian than Sinatra impersonator, play- 
ing straight man in jokes he told about his 
father, the great guitarist Bucky Pizzarelli 
who was in Pizzarelli-the-younger’s big band 
and blew him away with a solo on “Body and 
Soul.” (“There goes years therapy down 
the drain,” John joked.) Crossover superstars 
of yesteryear like George Benson and Al Jar- 
reau on the main stage helped bring 7200 
people to the 10,000-capacity Fort Adams 
State Park Newport Harbor Saturday, 
whereas more pop-leaning Sunday got 
to 4500 with Dave Brubeck, tap dancer 
Savion Glover, Afropop diva Angélique Kidjo, 
Dr. John, and WCBH fundraiser darling 
Chris Botti. Newport supposed the 
home to a fussy jazz crowd, but they were as 
wild for Scheinman and her quiet little 
Americana-folk-jazz group they were for 
McCoy Tyner on the big stage. 

The hopeful crossover superstars to- 
morrow the big stage were pianist Robert 
Clasper and perpetual bad boys the Bad Plus. 
Opening on Saturday, the Glasper trio played 
with keys, time signatures, collective improv 
— real jazz — without ever losing sight of 
Glasper’s sweet little melodies. It helps that 
Clasper has dry wit and knows how 
communicate it to a large audience. Both 
and the Bad Plus benefitted from the 
Jumbotron stage left, and the increasing 
sophistication festival video crews. The

camera directed the ear through the eye: 
Bad Plus bassist Reid finger- 
work, his throbbing low string, his shifts 
from timekeeping to melodic counterpoint. 
Likewise for Glasper drummer Damion Reid: 
his light grip the sticks kept 
mesmerizing melodic patter. 

The Bad Plus played‘Newport 
before on the Pavilion stage — took to the 
main stage like champs. And why not? It’s 
lot easier to find them overbearing in a club, 
where the only entrée the menu. 
At Newport, they're a perverse amuse- 
bouche. When they opened with “Mint” 
start-stop theme based the five-note 
fillip melody pianist Ethan 
left hand, with out-of-tempo bass excur- 
sions and passacaglia arrangement pi- 
ano and bass against drums wrote 
notebook, “Smells like jazz to me.” And their 
perverse cover, the theme from Chariots of 
Fire, was in this context good clean fun 
rather than too ironic for words. 

Ribot is an old-school ironist — we're 
talking downtown NYC circa 1990. But when 
I walked in on his Water Side set, he was in 
the middle virtuoso display accustic 
blues guitar, making runs against a pedal 
bass figure, getting hammered-dulcimer ef- 
fects, and singing fragile tenor about 
man they “buried in a narrow grave, barely 
six by three, buried him there/On the lone 
prairie.” Ribot announced, “I always try to 
do one anti-war song a show, and that was 
it. Although I didn’t write it. It’s called ‘The 
Dying Cowboy.’ It’s traditional.” 

Multi-reedman Marty Ehrlich inspired 
another impulsive entry notebook: 


“The most beautiful alto tone since Johnny 
Hodges.” Well, who knows? But I must have 
sniffed something the air, because the 
tune that followed Ehrlich’s opening decla- 
mation, “Keeper the Flame,” was Elling- 
tonian its deployment alto, trumpet 
(James Zollar), and baritone sax (Howard 
Johnson). Ehrlich was schooled early by the 
St. Louis avant-garde, but Sunday his 
writing for sextet married roaring collective 
improvs elegant songlike structures full 
secondary and tertiary themes, background 
figures, and poised inner voices. made 
wish someone would bankroll big-band 
project for him. 

the big stage, the big shots mostly 
got the job done. Trumpeter and 
strumentalist Arturo Sandoval sometimes 
overdoes his grand finales, but this Cuban 
expat — playing keyboards, timbales, and 
singing worked irresistible grooves 
with his montuno call-and-response pat- 
terns and got the crowd roaring. Angélique 
Kidjo seemed desperate get the audience 
dancing; finally she took the field her- 
self, video team hot pursuit. She did get 
people dancing, and she brought some up 
on stage, too. Her passionate, clarion vocals 
didn’t hurt either. I've seen Dr. John more 
times than I can count — and this was prob- 
ably third time the last year but af- 
ter the pyrotechnics and musical theatrics 
of keyboard wunderkind Hiromi at the 
Pavilion, I retreated to the main stage to 
catch his “St, James Infirmary Blues” and 
was not only assuaged by his vocals but 
convinced that he’s the better pianist.

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couple years ago, Danger Mouse became a copyright 
criminal turning Beatles album into Jay-Z remix; 
now he’s the credited co-author of the most revered pop 
single the world. What’s more, Danger Mouse’s 
methodology on “Crazy” isn’t so far from his “Grey Al- 
bum”; the song sets Cee-Lo’s vocal over a cleaned-up in- 
strumental called “Nel cimitero di Tucson” by Gianfranco 
Reverberi from the 1968 Terence Hill spaghetti Western 
Preparati la bara! Last year’s piracy is next year’s folk music. 

As for the costumes, this time it was tennis-pro 
chic, summer whites, headbands, and sweatsocks. 
Kind of a letdown, actually — New York gets Star Wars 
and we get . . Venus and Serena? But Gnarls sounded 
great. Taking the stage organ-fired fanfare 
“We Are the Champions,” the 12-piece line-up 
included string quartet, three backing singers, and 
what sounded like the reincarnation of the Stax Records 
house band. It’s article faith among rare-groove 
= enthusiasts that a copy is often better than the origi- 
Nal, and the process reinventing St. Elsewhere 
spot-on, soul revue the backing singers 
sashaying coolly place, the horns monster-mashing 
= in their seats during “The Boogie Monster” — Gnarls 
suggested all-inclusive metaphor for the regenera- 
tive powers of rock and roll. “This ain’t just studio 
shit,” Cee-Lo said. “We do this.” 

Gracious, casual, effortlessly soulful, Cee-Lo played 
party-band host even as the music veered into dark- 
ness. As he contemplated suicide (“Just a Thought”) 
and corpses brought back to life with blow jobs (“Boogie 
Monster”), you had to wonder — this is the same guy 
who did Cribs dashiki? Cee-Lo was out put the 
whammy on you — during “Necromancer” he wiggled 
his fingers like spellcaster, and narrowed his Lu- 
gosi-esque intensity into vampire deathfunk the 
group’s two covers, the Greenhornes’ “There’s an End” 
and the Doors’ “Who Scares You.” “Crazy” should’ve 
been an anticlimax, but it wasn’t. Not yet.

wasn’t long ago that the Radio and the Yeah Yeah 
Yeahs were the NYC wing of the Chicago indie Touch and 
Go, But a lot has changed for both bands. By 2002, the Yeah 
Yeah Yeahs had signed Interscope and the Radio 
founders Tunde Adebimpe (vocals) and David Sitek (guitar/ 
keyboards) were the action: Sitek, already pro- 
duced a Yeah Yeah Yeahs EP, did the same for their Inter- 
scope album FeverTo Tell, and Adebimpe directed the video for 
the single “Pin.” Yeah Yeah Yeahs drummer Brian Chase and 
guitarist Nick Zinner returned the favor lending their tal- 
ents to TV on the Radio’s 2003 Touch and Go debut, Young Liars. 
And even if Karen O has left Brooklyn for the sunny Left 
Coast, the two bands have remained close enough for the 
Yeah Yeah Yeahs helping drum hype for the 
Radio’s forthcoming major-label debut for, yes, Interscope. 

So that’s why an eclectic group of African-American 
rockers were on stage last Thursday as thousands filed 
peacefully into City Hall Plaza long before the headlining 
Yeah Yeah Yeahs were due perform. The alterna-indie 
Brooklyn band filled downtown with art-damaged mix 
of organic post-punk guitars and almost trancy rhythms 
devoid the electronic embellishments that are big part 
their studio sound. And with the exception con- 
fused anti-Marines rant, the good vibes were flowing. 

Karen had trouble erasing any political missteps. 
Outfitted like a post-punk, X-Man (X-Woman?) superhero 
red and gold leather short shorts with matching top 
and moon boots, she took over the stage as Chase and Zin- 
ner kicked into the swinging, bass-less anthem “Gold Li- 
on.” Although they brought along extra guy red 
jumpsuit play keyboards/guitar/bass when needed, 
spent roughly half the set kneeling front his amp, 
rocking back and forth autistically Zinner’s jagged guitar 
squalls and Chase’s hammering backbeats Karen 
bopped around like young Deborah Harry.

GUSTER 
SCOOTERS AND POP 


There’s been a lot of talk lately about the “new” Guster. 
Ganging the Sun (Reprise) has been lauded “ma- 
ture,” and they’ve admitted conscious effort 
to reach beyond college-age kids. Citing 2003's Keep It To- 
gether (Reprise) the end the bongo-and-guitar-driv- 
acoustic-pop era, the band have moved more 
production-savvy zsthetic, and they’re been showing 
talk shows and pop-radio playlists. But 
cool breeze rolled off the harbor Bank America 
Pavilion last Friday night, any fears that Guster had 
abandoned their fan base were quickly put rest. 

The crowd — mostly too young for wristbands — 
seemed eager stretch after mellow sit-down set from 
Ray LaMontagne.

You could call Bart Freundlich’s Manhattan 
romp about couples and relationships Men 
Behaving Badly 101. The mild madness whirls 
about Tom (David Duchovny), a stay-at- 
home dad not getting enough action 
from his wife begins surf porn 
sites, and worse. His brother-in-law and 
daytime running mate, Toby (Billy 
Crudup), sportswriter (tackling such 
grand topics carpal-tunnel syndrome 
baseball players) and commitment-phobe 
willing let the clock run out his seven- 
year relationship. 

The two have lot learn, and the 
women question are patsies. Tom’s 
semi-famous actress wife, Rebecca (Ju- 
lianne Moore, Freundlich’s real-life wife), 
has had enough show-biz glamor, the 
low-carb diet she’s on for her latest role, 
and the malaise home. Elaine (Maggie 


Gyllenhaal), aspiring kiddie-lit writer, 
wants Toby stop slacking around and 
grow up and pop the question so she can 
start popping out babies.

Freundlich, who’s known for arty ef- 
forts like The Myth Fingerprints but also for 
hackwork like Catch That Kid, orchestrates 
this quartet into philosophical riffs 
fucking, farting, stale relationships, fi- 
delity, and fulfillment. Fairly banal stuff, 
yet probes the darkness with acerbic 
wit, rendering some genuinely awkward 
moments Tom and Rebecca’s annual vis- 
shrink for relationship check-up;

man’s daughter who the Hindi 
Mother Teresa: the film kicks with her 
licking leper. 

Over the 90 minutes, Amma traverses 
India bus, from the deep South Calcut- 
ta to Benares, addressing her blissed-out 
flocks, who would crowd Shea Stadium. Af- 
ter 9/11, she asks the gathered contact 
friends and relatives phone and e-mail, 
pledging all one-minute silent “Prayer 
for World Peace.” She’s against modernity: 
“As our TV screens get larger,” she preaches, 
“our hearts get smaller.” 

But what Amma famous for the Big 
Hug: “darshan” means “embracing.” the 
crowds snake into the endless night, she 
stands by, her arms stretched out, pulling 
the happy, crying people toward her chest.

Horovitz cracks The Secret Mme. Bonnard’s Bath

ady Macbeth has been scrubbing 

herself on stage for 400 years, and 

Jean-Paul Marat spends most of 

Marat/Sade issuing rhetoric from a 

tub. Now Israel Horovitz enters the 
arena bain with The Secret Mme. 
Bath, lively mix art history 
and hypothesis, soap opera and medita- 
tion the cosmos. The play whydunit 
that seeks reason for French painter 
Pierre Bonnard’s artistic obsession with 
his wife’s ablutions and, in particular, a 
motivation for the disturbing canvases in 
which Mme. Bonnard appears float 
dead in the tub. Although sentimental and 
bit confusing for those who 
haven't boned up on Bonnard, the play 
holds your interest and, with its back- 
ground slide show of the artist's vivid 
paintings, your eye. It is also notably dif- 
ferent from much of Horovitz’s ample ceu- 
vre, which however far it drifts from the 
Cloucester shore returns, except in the 
more whimsical comedies, to the same 
themes of incest and stagnation. 

The seed of Mme. Bonnard was an anec- 
dote Horovitz heard about guard stopping 
an old man in the act of retouching a Bon- 
nard in a museum. In the story, the defacer 
turns out to be Bonnard himself, brandish- 
ing a brush and declaring he’s “had a fresh 
idea.” It struck Horovitz as an interesting 
intellectual-property question: who owns a 
work of art, the artist or the acquirer? (For- 
tunately, the dramatist has copyrights.) In 
the play, the painting in question is the 
1923 Young Women in the Garden, and the two 
women are Marthe Méligny, his ill, ago- 
raphobic, compulsively cleansing compan- 
ion of 30 years, and his model and lover 
Renée Monchaty, who committed suicide 
in 1925, a month after Bonnard finally mar- 
ried Marthe. Horovitz imagines a connec- 
tion between the mistress’s tragedy and 
the 1925 The Bath and, more centrally, mus- 
the fickleness the human heart 
and the relatively trifling nature of our hu- 
man interaction when placed against the 
grand schemes time and art. The play 
jumps around in time, not just within the 
confines of Bonnard’s life (1867-1947) but al- 
the present, where couple French 
art students, Aurélie and Luc, ponder Bon- 
nard and their own attraction despite being 
otherwise attached. 

The world premiere The Secret Mme. 

onnard’s Bath is a sentimental occasion in 
itself: his last official act artistic di- 
rector Stage Company, which 
founded years ago, Horovitz also di- 
rects the play. has fine technical sup- 
port from designer Jenna McFarland, who 
incorporates bright palette into 
the set, and from projection designer

Michael Goudzwaard, who keeps the slide 
show running smoothly. One can imagine 
how terrific this piece would look 
higher-budget production. 

Harold Dixon plays the painter sin- 
cere cowardly pick-up artist. When not 
painting world both domestic and surre- 
al, Horovitz’s Bonnard haunts the boule- 
vard with dog-eared, anguished love po- 
uses courting tool, after which 
he sketches the woman in question, who 
pronounces the work beautiful and re- 
warded with the flattering beauti- 
ful; I'm just a messenger with the news.” 
When he finally experiences love, or 
thinks does, this Bonnard lacks the 
courage his conviction. Pursuing im- 
mortality another thing: one sever- 
retooled quotes from the artist incorpo- 
rated the script, reiterates his desire 
to travel toward young artists of the future 
“the wings butterfly.” 

Stephanie Janssen and Scott Wichmann 
play the other parts: Aurélie and Luc; the 
museum guard awakened from libidi- 
nous, snorting dream by the elderly touch- 
artist; Bonnard mistresses Marthe, 


Renée, and Lucienne Dupuy de Frenelle; 
and confidants who include Revue Blanche 
editor Thadée Natanson, coarse art dealer 
Ambroise Vollard, and (with little shoes 
extruding from his knees) the diminutive 
artist Toulouse-Lautrec. Making the 
rounds, Dixon’s Bonnard seeks advice, 
comfort, inspiration, and absolution from 
the broader characters drawn by Janssen 
and Wichmann, from the petulant, im- 
mortality-seeking Marthe to a lecherous 
Vollard in beard and fat suit. 

For my money, the best Horovitz plays 
are the toughest: The Indian Wants the Bronx, 
The Widow’s Blind Date, North Shore Fish. But 
he’s had luck with the sentimental ones: 
the crotchety but piquant Park Your Car Har- 
vard Yard drove him to Broadway. His work 
has proved popular France, and two 
his better recent efforts, My Old Lady and 
this one, are set there. But I'd like to see 
some the romantic indulgence and pon- 
derousness removed from Mme. Re- 
viewing the 1998 Bonnard show at MoMA 
for the Village Voice, Peter Schjeldahl called 
the work “edgeless.” That doesn’t 
mean play about him hastobe.

THE OPPOSITE SEX 
WILLIAMSTOWN 


Although there's been a recent 

stampede of material from screen 
to stage, the 1998 screwball comedy/- 
mixed-mating film The Opposite of Sex 
hardly seems the stuff of Broadway 
musicals. And co-librettist and director 
Robert Jess Roth, whose best-known 
credit is the transfer of Disney's Beauty 
and the Beast from celluloid to world- 
wide stage success, appears incon- 
gruous makeover man for potty- 
mouthed anti-heroine like DeDee Truitt. 

But guess again. Roth and Douglas J. 
Cohen, the show's composer/lyricist and 
co-author, have lifted screenwriter/- 
director Don Roos's subversive commen- 
tary on morality and homophobia almost 
intact and set it rocking on stage. The per- 
formance | caught last week at Wil- 
liamstown Theatre Festival's Nikos Stage 
(where the show continues through Au- 
gust 20) seemed shock some the 
blue-haired matinee audience. But the 
AARP members who did not leave at in- 
termission actually cheered at the end. 

Kerry Butler as brat-faced 16-year- 
old DeDee gives new depth to “white 
trash.” Her narration (mirroring the 
voiceover in the film) doesn't so much 
break the fourth wall as blast through it 
like a renegade rocket. Butler, who did a 
stint as Belle in Beauty, has a profes- 
sionally honed voice, to which she adds 
a stuck-on-herself demeanor and 
enough sexual swagger to power the 
stage lights. Her DeDee has never met a 
boy she wouldn't bang, a rule she 
wouldn't break (from larceny to mur- 
der), or an authority figure she couldn't 
wind to her selfish purpose. Still, she’s 
the one to watch and root for here as a 
latter-day personification of George 
Bernard Shaw's Life Force. 

The plot, a gloss on road movies, 
brings DeDee from her home in 
Louisiana to gay half-brother Bill's sanc- 
tuary in Indiana, where he lives with 
dumb stud Matt and grieves for his late 
lover, Tom, who died AIDS. best 
friend is Tom's sister, bitter spinster 
teacher Lucia, who's trying to get Bill for 
herself. Enter Cari, the straight town cop 
and widower who secretly loves Lucia. 
Meanwhile, Matt, who's been cheating 
on Bill with body-pierced blackmailer Ja- 
son, gets seduced by DeDee and starts 
to think that he might go “normal.” 
(This is a gay-cult-film plot?) 

stellar company seven actors are 
led Keystone Kops-like chase over 
multiple interstate highways, everyone 
eventually changing partners under 
manipulation; the end, this 
somewhat distasteful clutch of charac- 
ters have become endearing. Derek 
McLane’s wall-mounted models, lit to 
show changes of scene, give a clever in- 
dication of the geographical roving. 

Cohen supplies a winsome score, in- 
telligent lyrics, and a sensational ballad 
for Carl, “Look for Me First.” Add that to 
Roth's adroit staging, the quip-filled di- 
alogue, and a cast that gets Roos's cyn- 
ical intentions and the show looks to 
have legs though they're more likely 
to stand up Off Broadway than on.

George Balanchine 

Jewels gota 
critical reception when it 
premiered in 1967, though 
the public loved right 
off for its triple- threat 
bravado. New York City 
Ballet wanted to create a 
festive work for its new 
home in Lincoln Center: 
the great choreographer 
disporting himself 
three balletic modes, 
French (Emeralds/Fauré), 
American (Rubies/Stravin- 
sky), and Russian (Dia- 
monds/Tchaikovsky). Jewels has proved to 
be a durable masterpiece. 

The Paris Opera Ballet’s new DVD, 

Joyaux, produced Opus Arte and distrib- 
uted here by Naxos (and scheduled to air 
on PBS), is the first complete recording of 
Jewels to enter general release, and for that 
alone Balanchine fans should be grateful. 
POB acquired Rubies (sometimes called 
Capriccio) in 1974 from one of its original 
leading dancers, Patricia Neary. Later on 
Karin von Aroldingen and Sara Leland 
taught Emeralds and Diamonds, and the 
whole spectacle was first performed 
Paris 2000. Christian Lacroix designed 
new costumes, which look a lot sleeker and 
less glitzy than Mme. Karinska’s originals. 

These French dancers have the techni- 
cal chops to do Balanchine, and the mu- 
sicality besides. The video shows off their 
whizbang turns and assured balances, 
the clarity their intricate step se- 
quences, the expansive lifts and leaps, 
and the precise, demanding corps work. 
Their style, which is to say their interpre- 
tation Balanchine’s challenge, very 
objective, with an overlay of generic 
emoting. The corps grin all the way 
through Rubies, to show you they’re hav- 
ing good time. The romantic couple 
Diamonds gaze each other soulfully, 
and Emeralds air open- 
mouthed intoxication. 

On a documentary by filmmaker Rein- 
Moritz that’s part the package, 
dancers and POB artistic director Brigitte 
Levévre offer some vivid but not necessari- 
ly definitive insights. Rubies, for instance, 
is obviously based on Broadway musicals, 
they think. Maybe Balanchine got jazzed 
from his Broadway work in the ‘30s, but 
absorbed lot other Americanisms 
his lifetime. always thought Rubies 
was more about circuses and musical-hall 
entertainments. Pat Neary and its other 
first principals, Patricia McBride and Ed-

ward Villella, were earthy, not above low- 
brow escapades. I’m sure that’s why Balan- 
chine chose them for this piece. 

fact, all the ballet’s original stars, in- 
cluding Violette Verdy, Mimi Paul, Suzanne 
Farrell, and Jacques d'Amboise, expressed 
NYCB's diversity at the time. NYCB has be- 
come more standardized now; perhaps it’s 
an international trend. 

When the ballet is intimate, like 
Emeralds, or compact and punchy, like Rubies, 
director Pierre Cavassilas brings the view- 
er into a welcome proximity with medium- 
distance shots and close-ups. When the cho- 
reography expands, though, he resorts toa 
variety of reductive alternatives and hyper- 
active interventions, like filming one-half of 
a symmetrical pattern, zeroing in on the 
center large group and eliminating the 
sides, switching from one partial-view cam- 
era position to another, and tracking a clus- 
ter dancers they move through groups 
of other dancers. 

I've never understood this thinking. Even 
these choreography-resistant techniques 
bring our attention to selected dancers and 
their expressive gloss, the grand de- 
signs, its larger implications, slip away. 

Diamonds, for instance, get good 
account the pas deux (Agnés Letetsu 
and Jean-CGuillaume Bart) and of some 
small ensemble sections. We taste how 
Balanchine used Tchaikovsky's Third Sym- 
phony evoke the other bal- 
lets, Swan Lake and Sleeping Beauty. In the 
opening shots, we catch the 12-woman 
corps ballet dancing diamond- 
shaped floor pattern. 

stage, the ballet plays with scale, the 
interlocking possibilities specialized units 
within the large cast of 24 corps members, 
eight demi-soloists, and two principals. Bal- 
anchine could miraculously expand and con- 
tract the panorama and the same time 
transform the ensemble from swanlike 
creatures regal, celebratory assemblage.

SHARON ‘PINE FLAT’ HARVARD, FRANK 
GEHRY AND MATTHEW BARNEY FILMS THE MFA 


Childhood in America comes under the artist's gaze in Pine : 
Flat, the fifth film by Sharon Lockhart, and it's examined with ‘ 
precision and attention to detail. This Los Angeles-based artist has 
won international recognition for cinema and photographs that 
capture seemingly unremarkable moments of everyday life, as well 4 
as for her exploration of the relationship between the two media. Pin 
Lockhart spent more than three years immersed the life pas- 
toral Pine Flat, California, the foothills the Sierra Neva- 
da Mountains, a quiet, working-class community where 
most residents travel to nearby cities to work, leav- 


ing their school-age children alone for much of y = 
each day. Lockhart spent a year shooting these § 
children and the activities swimming, read- 


ing, hunting, playing on a swing — that they 
devise to amuse themselves. An installation 

segments from the film, together with 

color portraits of its subjects, is on view in 
“SHARON LOCKHART: PINE FLAT,” which opens 
at Harvard's Arthur M. Sackler Museum on August ' 
26. When screenings start up again in September, 7 
the Harvard Film Archive will be showing Pine Flot 
throughout the course the exhibition, conjunction 
with a series of related films featuring children. 

Pine Flat is made up of 12 10-minute segments, half fea- 
turing individual adolescents in solitary activities, half showing 
groups of children interacting. At the Sackler, one 10-minute seg- 
ment showing an individual and one showing a group will be pre- 
sented on a continuous loop each day. The 19 photographs were 
made following the film's completion: Lockhart set up her tempo- 
rary residence in town as an open studio and invited the children to 
come in as they wished to pose for her still camera. These portraits 
reveal the cinematic, performative feeling she’s known to bring to 
her photography, and they contrast with the way her film, which is 
often full of long takes and static compositions, evokes qualities 
usually associated with two-dimensional art. 

Two films that bump directly up against the visual arts are 
screening at the Museum of Fine Arts: Sydney Pollack's Sketches 
of Frank Gehry and Matthew Barney's Drawing Restraint 9. 
Sketches will get its final showing August 20 at 2:15 pm, and if you 
haven't caught it yet (or even if you have), what better way to 
spend a hot Sunday afternoon than watching the famed director 
of Tootsie and The Way We Were follow his geometry-transcend- 
ing friend with a video camera? Besides, the screening will be fol- 
lowed by a discussion with Boston Globe architecture critic Robert 
Campbell. Like Sketches, Drawing Restraint 9, in which Barney and 
real-life wife Bjork portray tourists in a japanese port city, played 
earlier this year at the Kendall Square Cinema, but if once was not 
enough (Barney . . . Bjérk . . . how could it be?), there are four MFA 
screenings, August 24, 26, 27, and 31. Bring your own fermented

In a few weeks, the country will remem- 
ber one of the greatest disasters in its his- 
tory. No doubt the Bush administration 
and Republicans looking to get elected in 
November will try exploit the fifth an- 
niversary of 9/11 for partisan gain. But the 
anniversary another disaster precedes 
that occasion. On August 29, a year will 
have passed since Hurricane Katrina hit 
New Orleans. Republicans won't ea- 
ger remind that. 

Spike Lee won't let us forget. Stunned by 
media coverage the ongoing catastrophe 
while attending the Venice Film Festival, 
decided take film crew the scene 
and record what was happening. Would 
the resulting four-hour documentary bog 
down in self-righteousness and pontifica- 
tion, tendencies that have diminished his 
work in the past? Lee making a film about 
Katrina must have seemed some 
loaded combination Oliver Stone cover- 
ing 9/11 was imagined to be. 

Lee, however, neither overstates his 
point of view nor disingenuously claims 
neutrality, as does Stone in World Trade Cen- 
ter. Some might accuse him of finger point- 
ing or playing the blame game, as account- 
ability is labeled these days. But that kind 
of analysis is almost frustratingly re- 
strained. Requiem remains true to its name 
in maintaining a muted tone of dignity, 
tragedy and respect. 

Divided into four “acts,” each devoted 
particular aspect the disaster, 
unfolds with understated eloquence 
oral history of the event, a Spike Lee ver- 
sion talking heads that first uti- 
lized for comic effect years ago 
Cotta Have It. The speakers range 
from Louisiana governor Kathleen Blan- 
co and New Orleans mayor Ray Nagin to 
disenfranchised but unbowed residents 
of the flooded Ninth Ward, who tell 
their stories posed the midst the 
ruins of their homes and neighbor- 
hoods. More eloquent than the words 


are the harrowing, heartbreaking im- 


ages, some familiar from news broad- 
casts, Many previously unseen and some 
almost unwatchable. 

Lee himself is unseen and rarely heard 
— he’s off screen, asking the occasional 
question. No doubt his point of view dictat- 
ed the choice and assemblage of this testi- 
mony — as is the case with all documen- 
taries. The lack of any rebuttal from some 
of those criticized also troubles — were 
members of the administration and FEMA 
unavailable for comment? And the reliance 
personal testimony and the somewhat 
disorganized use hard evidence and sta- 
tistics tends to make his case anecdotal. 
Nonetheless, Requiem overwhelms with its 
outrage, its sadness, its humanity. Its emo- 
tions are uncontrived and unmanipulated. 
Reverberating with the power of truth, it 
might best film yet. 

Act one outlines the genesis and the 
fury of the storm, with residents and 
officials finally realizing, with varying de- 
grees non-comprehension, the magni- 
tude what they were for. Survivors 
recollect how they did not comply with the 
mayor’s mandatory evacuation order be- 
cause they thought they could ride out the 
storm means leaving. (More

than 125,000 New Orleans residents had no 
access to vehicles.) Talking to the media, 
Michael Brown insists that FEMA is ready, 
and when it becomes horribly clear that it 
is not, Lee inserts the president's infamous 
“you're doing a heckuva job, Brownie” re- 
mark. 

Later, as the scope of the destruction 
and the negligence grows clear, Bush 
claims that “no one anticipated the breach 
of the levees.” That statement is refuted by 
video briefing held before the storm 
struck which informed that very 
likelihood. Meanwhile, a cold hint of con- 
spiracy slips in: residents claim to have 
heard explosions just prior the levees’ 
breaking, and historians recall how similar 
suspicions rose after Hurricane Betsy laid 
waste to the city in 1965, and before that in 
1927. Was there sabotage? plot protect 
the property the rich? steal the prop- 
erty the poor? 

Lee cuts off this JFK-like line inquiry 
before it gets too far. (He returns to itina 
much more convincing context act four.) 
What impresses more this section are 
the images chaos and irony and tragedy: 
sign St.” nearly submerged 
in the flood waters; a man describing how 
his wheelchair-bound mother died while 
waiting for the buses come rescue the 
thousands stranded without water food 
the Convention Center, and shot the 
dead woman covered with poncho, note 
with her son’s address her hand. 

The finger pointing doesn’t really start 
till act two. Confronted with the arrogant 
incompetence and indifference the fed- 
eral response, people start lose their 
cool. On a radio talk show, Mayor Nagin 


says he’s “pissed.” CNN’s Soledad O’Brien 
corners Michael Brown with questions 
about why 50,000 people were left strand- 
ed at the Convention Center for a week, and 
when evades the question, she let 
him squirm away. 

The slow outcry seems to stir action. 
The Army arrives, restoring some order. 
Thousands those uprooted are trans- 
ported bus and plane (any inconve- 
nienced airline traveler will feel blessed 
after seeing the mobbed squalor Louis 
Armstrong Airport) disparate destina- 
tions, often separating family members, 
disorienting diaspora.

We know our readers are tired of 
reading about Channel 2's 
deficiencies.

Heidi Pitlor’s debut novel, as the plural 
title suggests, about more than just 
one significant day. It’s 
packed with various metaphors for be- 
ginnings, not only life but also love, 
change and redemption, and the coun- 
terweights, death and loss — huge 
themes woven into single weekend 
the lives the Miller family they 
assemble island off the coast 
Maine to celebrate Joe Miller’s 75th 
birthday. What further freights the title 
that all three Miller children are ex- 
pecting. This family who don’t 
know how pack light.

Now celebrating its soth season, the 
Santa Opera has grown into one the 
country’s most venerable institutions. 
was founded by conductor John Crosby, 
whose assistant, when I was there, was 
Richard Gaddes, who went start the 
St. Louis Opera Theatre. Then replaced 
Crosby director SFO. It’s remarkable 
organization. Established stars and prom- 
ising newcomers mingle each produc- 
tion. In 1971, Frederica von Stade, 
Theodore Uppman, and Donald Cramm 
were familiar presences. Kiri Kanawa 
was making her American debut the 
Countess Mozart’s nozze Figaro just 
before her Covent Garden debut that 
same role. season goes without 
significant American world premiere 
(there are now more than 50, including 
major works Berg, Strauss, Stravinsky, 
and Henze), and few seats unsold. Au- 
diences trust the company, whose adven- 
turousness pays off. 

The chorus parts and smaller roles are 
taken the young singers handpicked for 
the Santa Opera’s apprentice program, 
the first its kind this country. 
(There’s also apprentice program for 
technicians.) SFO has the reputation 
having the most attractive chorus the 
world. This year, two gifted mezzo-sopra- 
nos familiar Boston appeared fea- 
tured roles: Paula Murrihy was the comical 
Second Lady in Mozart’s Die Zauberflote 
(“The Magic Flute”) and Claudia Huckle 
the sympathetic Page Strauss’s Salome. 
SFO even arranges two days apprentice 
auditions for visitors from major opera 
companies. (“Death aria,” David Hol- 
loway, head the apprentice program, 
called it.) 

The open-air theater itself model 
high-tech sophistication and superior 
acoustics.

And one — Massenet’s 
marzipan Cinderella story, Cendrillon 
which innocent and victimized heroine 
triumphs over her tormentors. For drama 
and music, this was a well-balanced series. 

French director/costume-designer Lau- 


rent Pelly provided the most imaginative 
and witty stage images for Cendrillon. The 
set opened like story book, with the 
words written across Barbara 
fairy-tale architecture. Pelly’s mad red 
headdresses and grotesque red 
(some wide at the hips, others pinched) 
were source continual hilarity; Cin- 
derella herself, the pretty and rose-petal- 
voiced mezzo-soprano Joyce Donato 
former apprentice who now sings the 
Met and Covent Garden), looked and 
sounded like the princess one’s dreams. 
She had wonderful support from everyone 
around her: Judith Forst as her broad-bot- 
tomed stepmother, Cuban coloratura 
Eglise Gutiérrez her dazzling godmoth- 
er, warm-toned mezzo-soprano Jennifer 
Holloway the prince female Prince 
Charming what was Massenet think- 
ing?), and touching baritone Richard Still- 
well Cinderella’s loving but henpecked 
father.

Yet the updating never got the way, 
and director Lars Rudolfsson got Otter and 
her hapless soldier boy, strong tenor 
William Joyner, focus what they were 
feeling. Dashing French baritone Laurent 
Naoury, husband of French star soprano 
Natalie Dessay, had just taken over as Es 
camillo, and though his glamorous voice 
was not entirely in place, he made a 
charismatic toreador. The touching Mi- 
caela was sweet-voiced young soprano Jen- 
nifer Black, who only last year was an ap- 
prentice, But the best thing about this Car- 
men was SFO’s music director, Alan Gilbert, 
whose evocative, imaginative conducting 
made every note come alive. Although the 
season’s other conductors weren't always 
this good, the orchestra was first-rate 
every production. 

Gilbert also delivered secure and pol- 
ished performance of The Tempest, with its 
complex and challenging score. I was en- 
thralled, though I have several reserva- 
tions.

Ariel’s song to young Ferdinand 
about his shipwrecked father begins:

also thought the last scenes seemed 
little shapeless. But there’s compelling 
music for Caliban, the expressive William 
Ferguson, and the two lovers, handsome, 
full-voiced tenor Toby Spence, who created 
the role of Ferdinand, and mezzo-soprano 
Patricia Risley oddly low vocal range 
for naive young heroine. Rod Gilfrey was 
imposing Prospero, crueler than Shake- 
speare’s.

With his slangy English and back- 
ward baseball cap, he was a sit-com

The 
speakers — Narrator, Soldier, and Devil — 
were read three celebrated composers: 
John Harbison (67), Elliott Carter (97), and 

Ailton Babbitt (90), with the text updated 


(mainly by Harbison) to include comical lo- 


cal and personal references (like a jibe at 
Babbitt’s “dodecaphonic hexachords”). At 
one point Carter either lost his place or 
Babbitt fed him the wrong cue: “Give 
your fiddle!” But after an anxious pause,

Carter brought the house down (including 
James Levine and his mother) with his re- 
sounding “NO!” These young musicians 
probably ever again worry about 
being upstaged. 

That night the Shed, the Boston Pops 
was led by Keith Lockhart (Duke Elling- 
ton’s Harlem) and John Williams (his suite 
from JFK), Stefan Asbury led the TMC Or- 
chestra in Bernstein’s On the Waterfront 
Suite, and Williams combined the BSO 
and the TMC Orchestra for rip-roaring 
1812 Overture. But the unqualified hit was 
George irrepressible Cuban Over- 
ture, delivered high style Levine. 

The Festival Contemporary Music 
opened with triple bill one-act operas 
staged Doug Fitch, old Peter Sellars 
associate who’s been working New York 
and Santa Fe. Halfway through Hin und 
zuriick (“There and Back”), Hindemith’s ab-

surdist 1927 miniature, the 
husband shoots his unfaith- 
ful wife; then, like a movie, 
the piece reverses direction 
and ends happily the be- 
ginning. Legendary soprano 
Phyllis Curtin, a“mute” 
role, sneezed open the opera 
with a vigorous “Ha-choo!” 
and closed it with an even 
more hilarious “Choo-hah!” 
Stravinsky's Mavra followed — 
his seldom-heard folk comedy 
about soldier disguised 
maid get into his girl- 
friend’s house. 

Then Elliott Carter’s only 
opera, What Next? (1999), got 
its American stage premiere. 
This hallucinatory tragi-com- 
edy deals with the aftermath 
auto accident involving 
group people who may 
may not their way toa 
wedding and may may not 
still alive (the latter 
widely held interpretation de- 
nied librettist Paul Criffith). Like much 
Carter’s non-vocal music, it’s full 
complex ensembles inspired classic 
opera (the sextet from Lucia, Mozart’s mul- 
tiple orchestras the banquet scene Don 
Giovanni, the finale Falstaff). 
Levine conducted the Carter with impecca- 
ble timing (like the suspenseful pauses 
during the opening car crash), color, and 
rhythmic variety. Carter’s “tranquil” Noc- 
turne was mesmerizingly atmospheric. 

Fitch’s staging and cartoon-like designs 
(including floating cloud each opera, 
and someone speeding bullet 
across the stage) were appealing and imag- 
inative, and some the student singers 
(especially the Carter) were exceptional. 
But diction was low level, and since 
English one the harder languages 
sing and there were titles, was frus- 
trating not hear most the words.

Peter Sellars made his name in the 

early 1980s with his daring, indelible 
productions classic opera: Wagner, 
Mozart, Handel, Haydn. Lately he’s been 
concentrating on the creation of new op- 
eras, most significantly with composer 
John Adams. But in this 250th-birthday 
year, he’s returned Mozart: the 
unfinished “Turkish” opera, Zaide, first in 
Vienna and now closer home Lincoln 
Center’s Mostly Mozart festival. 

With festival director Louis Langrée 
brilliantly leading the usually directorless 
Concerto Kéln, and five splendid American 
singers — Korean-born soprano Hyunah 
Yu, tenors Norman Shankle and Russell 
Thomas, baritone Terry Cook, and bass- 
baritone Alfred Walker (none of them 
white, but none them mere tokens, ei- 
ther), Sellars was doing what he does best: 
taking powerful music seriously, respond- 
ing with immediacy, and finding con- 
temporary equivalents show that dated 
plots can still have theatrical life and com- 
pelling ideas. Mozart abandoned Zaide 
1780 (at 24), without writing an overture or 
a finale, when he was commissioned to 
write Idomeneo, his first operatic master- 
piece, after which returned the sub- 
ject Zaide Die aus dem Serail 
(“The Rescue from the Harem”), like Zaide 
and later Zauberflote with spo- 
ken dialogue instead operatic recita- 
tives. One Mozart’s great characters, 
Osmin, the malevolent/comic harem 
guardian had similar func- 
tion Zaide, and the same name. 

The libretto has been lost, but Zaide 
worth attempting because has such ex- 
alted music, including the heavenly so- 
prano lullaby sanft,” remarkable 
trio and quartet, and Mozart’s only exper- 
iment with “melodrama” (music under- 
lining spoken speeches). Sellars fleshed 
out the score with music from another 
unfinished work, Thamos, Agypten, 
contemporary with Zaide but foreshadow- 
ing the Masonic profundities 
as overture and music for silent action. In 
1977, the newly formed Boston Lyric 
Opera’s Zaide ended more conclusively 
with chorus from Idomeneo. The incon- 
clusiveness the unfinished ending 
part Sellars’s point; Mozart, says, 
just couldn’t tack happy ending. 
But there’s also inevitable frustration 
factor. 

Zaide story human slave traffic. 
But the setting here tenement sweat- 
shop. George Tsypin’s grimly elegant set 
shows four levels sewing-machine 
rooms, locked metal doors, and steep 
stairwells; James F. Ingalls’s lighting de- 
sign includes shocking fluorescent lights.

membership grows exponentially Second Life— 

the online 3-D metaverse where users can shop, socialize, 

and even blow their brains out (see “Does Your Life Suck?” 
News and Features, July 14) the academic world’s forward- 
thinking minds are seeing new opportunities for the virtual 
campus. With undergrads already dedicating lot their 
online time chatting with friends gaming, instructors are 
discovering that their pupils are ideal guinea pigs new 
frontier learning online. Desks might thing the past, 
like“don’t come class naked” might seriously apply, 
and professor’s tweed blazer could replaced robot chassis 
butterfly wings, both. But the possibilities for learning 


are nearly endless. 


Second Life (SL) is an online Multi-User 
Virtual Environment (MUVE) where users are 
represented on screen (or “in-world”) by ani- 
mated “avatars” who can walk, fly, and talk 
with each other in 3-D environments de- 
signed and inhabited by fellow users, known 
as “residents.” SL residents can buy SL virtual 
real estate — usually in the form of a private 
island — from Linden Labs, the San Francisco 
~based company behind Second Life. Using 
graphics tools provided by SL, island-owners 
can develop their land any way they like — by 
building a mansion or a dungeon, say, or cre- 
ating a forest or a snow-swept steppe. Resi- 
dents also get to design their own avatars, of- 
ten idealized human forms, who then func- 
tion, on command, in any in-world environ- 
ment. (To access Second Life, you need to 
download proprietary SL browser protocols 
and sign up for membership; see “Survey 
Course,” on page 5.) 

Although Second Life is not the first MUVE 
to gain a foothold on the Internet, the aca- 
demic world is taking to its flexibility and 
advanced options (http://secondlife.com/ed- 
ucation). Linden Labs Community Manager 
John Lester, known as Pathfinder Linden in- 
world, is facilitating SL's partnership with 
educators by connecting them with the tools 
need. Lester helped create Campus 
Island, virtual real estate where educators 
can use acre land free charge for the 

duration of a class. 

But the Linden vision is really to let the 


educators run with it. “We would love to see 
Second Life be used for things we haven't 
dreamed of,” he says, “for instructors to use it 
to teach things that could not possibly be 
taught in the physical world.” Many instruc- 
tors who started with Campus Island have re- 
turned to build their own islands. Lester esti- 
mates that more than 50 universities now 
have representation in-world, and about 400 
members have joined his educators’ mailing 
list. “It’s a community that’s growing on its 
own at this point.” 


OTHERWORLDLY COURSES 


Having an online presence and sharing ideas 
among colleagues in-world is only the begin- 
ning. Already, instructors are moving toward 
holding real-time classes in SL; several will be 
teaching in-world this fall for the first time. 

For those accustomed to traditional forms 
of online learning, the possibilities presented 
by a 3-D teaching environment make corre- 
spondence courses seem antiquated. “Dis- 
tance students have a very disconnected feel- 
ing,” says Harvard Extension School instruc- 
tor Rebecca Nesson, who will be teaching her 
first class in Second Life this fall. For the exten- 
sion school’s typical Web-based courses, a 
student might check in with an instructor 
from time to time, but interaction among 
peers can be iffy, with no set protocol for 
making it happen. 

Nesson chose to offer her course in Second 
Life “to make a distance-education experience 


feel like a more substantial, more connected 
experience so that they would have someplace 
where they could come and actually get to in- 
teract directly with each other and with the 
instructors.” 

How exactly will classes meet in Second 
Life? “I think this is a real Petri dish for teach- 
ing and learning experimentation,” says 
Jeremy Kemp, a doctoral student at Fielding 
Graduate University and the proprietor of 
http://simteach.com, a resource center for 
educators using MUVEs. 

“There's a fine balance there between of- 
fering the learning experience that students 
expect and utilizing the flexibility the en- 
vironment.” Several campuses, resources, 
and research displays have already been es- 
tablished in-world. Some are mirror images 
of real-life buildings; for example, Harvard 
Law School’s Austin Hall is operated on the 
island by the law school’s Berkman Center 
for Internet and Society, a real-world 
research facility devoted to studying and ex- 
ploring cyberspace. Others reflect the imagi- 
nation and ingenuity of the developers and 
instructors behind them. On Campus Island, 
research projects are displayed on floating 
platforms, and some even invite visitors 
participate sample experiments. 

One instructor paying particular atten- 
tion to her students’ environment is Sarah 
Robbins, a PhD candidate at Ball State Uni- 
versity who is studying rhetoric and compo- 
sition. This fall, she will meet with her 


English-composition undergrads in real life 
one day of the week and in SL on another. 
Robbins, a/k/a Intellagirl Tully, has puta 
lot of thought into her island, offering her 
students lounge areas for meetings, a Tiki 
bar, and dorm areas they can decorate by 
working together. 

“I'm very interested in how virtual envi- 
ronments can foster collaboration and com- 
munity building in the class itself,” she says. 
Since so much of her class is centered on ob- 
servation and research, the SL community as 
a whole will also play a major role, providing 
her students with interview subjects and 
discussion. 

“I've been in lots of MMORPGs [Massive 
Multiplayer Online Role-playing Games] and 
run into some nasty people,” Robbins says. 
“I've not seen any of that in SL. ... I feel like I 
can trust the community to be encouraging so 
long as my students are [not] bothersome.” 

It is perhaps because the SL community is 
characterized by civility that in-world learn- 
ing has the potential to promote respectful, 
supportive classroom behavior. According to 
Jeremy Kemp, “When you have the other per- 
son looking at you in the face, it’s kind of 
hard to be mean, and so it helps to generate 
an altruistic environment.” 

Still, typical student behavior is to be ex- 
pected; a student can fall asleep in a real class 
just as easily as his or her avatar can slump 
over, indicating that he or she is away from 
the computer. Instructors already accustomed 
to the real-life behavior of students seem pre- 
pared accept in-world. 

“We see many things lecture hall 
with wireless when the students have lap- 
tops,” says Dr. Ed Lamoureax, who will be 
teaching an SL-only course during Bradley 
University’s three-week interim session in 
January 2007. “Students multitask now. It’s 
just a given.” 

Kemp, whose studies focus on “legitimate 
peripheral participation” — extraneous class- 
room chatter such as instant messaging and 
passing notes in class — sees this behavior as 
a potentially good thing. “There are things 
that happen outside of the official line of 
communication in a teaching setting that 
students benefit from,” he says. An environ- 
ment like Second Life can encourage students to 
use such behavior in a constructive way. 


EXPANDING IN-WORLD 
RESOURCES 

In-world, there are offerings that are open 
the public, from lectures with NASA engi- 
neers to presentations hosted by The Infinite 
Mind public-radio show, which was the first 
live-broadcast program to have a presence in 
SL. There is also Info Island (http://infois- 
land.org/), home to the Second Life Library 
2.0, collaboration between the Alliance 


Library System and Online Programming 
for All Libraries (OPAL). 

“More and more educators see Second Life 
as a Way to engage students,” says ALS direc- 
tor of innovation Lori Bell. “We wanted to 
see what role a library could play.” 

A group of about 35 librarians have vol- 
unteered their time to build structures and 
stock the collection, which includes search- 
able indexes, audio and video clips, and 
books, many of which are public domain 
and available to own. “I see this as a great 
way to promote reading,” says Bell. The li- 
brary also offers live help at certain hours 
of the day, for the typical real-life reference 
questions that inevitably come up, and it 
will hold live events like authors’ chats 
and tours. 

The library also exploring ways of- 
fer learning experiences that simply would 
not possible real life. working 
with the Library of Congress to build a 
Declaration Independence room, where 


a larger-than-life-size copy of the docu- 
ment will be on display along with addi- 
tional readings, audio files, and period 
furniture. There's also a library in the 
works on Caledon, the exclusively i9th- 
century island where avatars wear period 
dress. 

Historical displays from other organiza- 
tions are scattered throughout SL, including 
an International Spaceflight Museum that 
hosts more than 50 life-size rockets from 
space programs around the world. Visitors 
can ride the Titan II rocket to the Interna- 
tional Space Station and view a scale model 
of the solar system where each planet has 
its own observation platform. 

So what does the future hold for educa- 
tion in Second Life? “The crucial problem for 
educators finding out being this en- 
vironment, which is very expensive in 
terms time and technology, worth- 
while from learning-outcomes perspec- 


tive,” says Jeremy Kemp. With the software

still rolling out new features each week, 
it’s tough to get a grip on how this all 
will shake out. Academics such as Sarah 
Robbins, whose research can take place 
almost entirely in these virtual environ- 
ments, see the movement online as a 
necessary change. 

“Not being familiar with technology 
puts all academics at somewhat of a 
disadvantage right now, unless you're 
tenured or in a really traditional 
university,” she says. “So it really behooves 
academics to understand how to deliver 
their content online. SL is the bleeding 
edge of that movement.” 

That's the SL academic world for you: the 
most advanced generation of educators on 
the planet, at home in their pajamas, chal- 
lenging minds simply by logging on. ©

drone. Big small? State private? Will 
you will you not seeking financial aid? 
And, you were smart, you answered: 


Now that you're a grownup, sort of, you 
want to continue . something. But shop 
ping for continuing-education courses is a 
veritable question spree. Thankfully, there 
are course listings and Web sites, which are 
a good source of information and are easier 
to use than sifting through stacks of old- 
school brochures and catalogues. Surf the 
Web for course descriptions and register on 
line; it's all a click away. Before you try ona 
continuing-ed course for size, though, you 
should figure out what it is you’re looking 

or. Your high-school advisor isn’t coming 
into the dressing room this time, and that’s 
sort of a gross thought anyhow. 

You're on your own now, baby. And it’s 

time to ask yourself the big question: schol- 
ar, are you in this for business or pleasure? 


BUSINESS, BABY 


No more dungeon desk job. No more busing 
tables. If you mean business, time is money 
and so are continuing-education units 
(CEUs). Adult-education courses are 
schedule-friendly and CEUs are credits you 
can transfer and apply toward undergradu- 
ate or graduate degrees. 

You can work around your current 
schedule or finagle a way to sleep in: 
continuing-education courses work double 
shifts and even online. A post-work, week- 
ly, three-hour workshop finishes fast, and 
some schools offer the same course in 
multiple locations, making for convenient 
commutes. 

The city’s top schools also offer upward 
of a hundred courses online. Throw on 
some sweats and view multimedia presen- 
tations in bed. Not sure you're down with 
desktop discussion boards and downloaded 
simulations? Look for online course 


how party school? 


demonstrations, well, online. Check school 
Web sites to sample the online structure 
and see how the contemporary computer 
classroom operates. 

Yes, the classroom is a virtual reality. 
No, the professors are not. 

In it for higher pay or higher education? 
Judge a course by professor, credit, or its 
New England Association of Schools and 
Colleges (NEASC) cachet. Choose Ivy League 
professors or industry professionals — if 
you're looking to break into a new field, 
you might prefer the latter, since a prof in 
a business provides networking opportuni- 
ties. Look for industry nights, panel 
discussions, and career services available to 
open-enrollment students, and figure out if 
a certificate or master’s program is worth 
the workload. 

If you want the credits you take now to 
count toward a degree down the line, 
choose courses accredited by the NEASC or 
check with your pipe-dream college or uni- 
versity to find out which credits count. 


PLEASURE TRIP 


Forget what you think you know about edu- 
cation, i.e. it's more work, less play, and not 
really fun at all. Courses with titles like 
“Digital Blender” or “Bumps on the Wall” 
defy all prior school-sucks stereotypes. Art, 
baseball,costume-design, and that wine- 
tasting course you've heard all about: this is 
why you want to continue your education. 
Look for sweet deals. Maybe you want a 
course in food and the visual arts — yes, 
such a course exists — but you also want ac- 
cess to the university gym because you plan 
on eating your homework. Or there’s the 
writing workshop that meets outside the 
classroom and inside the corner bar. 


Whether it’s the museum, the script bank, 
the darkroom, or the parking pass, pleasure 
seekers should seek the perks. So what if 
they find out you're not serious? You seri- 
ously don't care. 

And don’t forget about the trip, a/k/a 
the travel-intensive courses. Get out of town 
for a week, for a month, or for a summer. 
Boston schools send students to paint land- 
scapes in the French Alps and to study ar- 
chitecture in the Southwest. But be fore- 
warned: though these courses are open- 
enrollment, they tend to fill up quickly. 
Pick the destination and pack your duffle 
bag; you're sick of lecture-hall fluorescent 
lighting and head-pounding power-point 
presentations. 


FINALLY 


Whether you're the business or pleasure 
type, finance matters: your parents called, 
and they won't be footing the bill. Schools 
charge by the course or the credit, but near- 
ly all continuing-education programs cost 
less than the real deal. Suits will want to 
look into financial aid, scholarships, and 


corporate reimbursements. Swimsuits will 
want to look into auditing, deferred-pay- 
ment options, and non-credit courses on 
the cheap. 

Whether you're the Ivy League-exten- 
sion or the state-school sort, do the cost 
analysis: a graduate-level course in interior 
design might cost you a grand, but hiring 
an interior designer will cost you your 
savings. experimental course saber- 
metrics might cost you a weeknight, but 
winning all Red Sox bets will cost your 
friends beer. 

So grab your purse or your duct-tape 
wallet. Shop the continuing-education 
strip. You might have to attend an informa- 
tion session or an education fair, but it 
beats the old 60-hour workweek and dump- 
ster cigarette break. No matter the course, 
no matter the mindset, you can continue 
your education on your terms. Your old 
high-school advisor’s absence isn’t such a 
bad thing. ©

the law to wage Bush’s “war on terror.” 
Bush may even owe some his underlings 
use of the pardon pen, since they relied 

good faith radical legal opinions 
crafted by White House lawyers to justify 
an “anything goes” response to enemies 
real and imagined. 

Pardons will be the only effective device 
by which Bush can give absolute protection 
to his underlings. Otherwise they may 
face prosecution under new administra- 
tion. Attorney General Alberto Conzales’s 
efforts to convince Congress to enact legis- 
lation that would protect administration, 
intelligence, and military operatives from 
prosecution for illegal acts committed in 
the war on terror may fail to gain approval. 
And even if Gonzales convinces this highly 
partisan Republican-controlled Congres.;, 
a future Congress could repeal Conzales’s 
protective statute. presidential pardon, 
the other final. 


PRESIDENTIAL 
PARDON MACHINE 


The Bushies’ concern grows out 
recent developments. Congress, under 
the leadership Republican senators 
John McCain, of Arizona, and Arlen 
Specter, of Pennsylvania, has expressed 
unease over the aggres- 
sive claims that a “war-time president” 
may override legal restrictions in order 
to protect the nation from its enemies, 
particularly the areas torture and 
citizen privacy. Even more threatening 
to the administration have been rum- 

lings about war crimes from the cur- 
rent Congressional minority. And then 
there’s been a series of Supreme Court 
decisions explicitly rejecting some of the 
president’s more grandiose claims to un- 
fettered executive power. 

Interestingly, the most graphic indi- 
cation the danger presidentially em- 
powered lawbreakers may face comes not 
from Washington but from Italy, where 


warrants are outstanding for Ameri- 
cans, most believed CIA operatives. 
July the Los Angeles Times reported 
that among the 26, all whom are alleg- 
edly involved kidnapping scandal, are 
the former CIA station chief in Rome and 
an Air Force commander. Their identities 
were recently disclosed after authorities 
arrested a top Italian spymaster. While 
none of the Americans, reported the Los 
Angeles Times’ Tracy Wilkinson, are current- 
ly under arrest in Italy, it’s a safe bet that 
none will sightseeing the Coliseum 
anytime soon. 

At the center of this Milanese scan- 
dal the February 2003 kidnapping 
Egyptian Muslim cleric and suspected 
terrorist recruiter Abu Omar, which took 
place Italy. The alleged CIA plot was 
carried out during the administration 
minister Silvio Berlusconi, 
who claims to have been unaware of the 
secret operation but whose government, 
appears, knew and aided it. May 
the Italian electorate voted out Berlus- 
coni and installed center-left coalition.

BEYOND THE LIMITS THE LAW 
The legal basis for Bush’s anti-terrorist 
program was hatched by David Adding- 
ton, chief staff and long-time legal 
adviser Vice-President Dick Cheney, 
and John Yoo, currently a Berkeley Law 
School professor, shortly after the World 
Trade Center and Pentagon attacks. They 
were among the chief architects of such 
executive-strengthening legal constructs 
as the “unitary executive” theory and 
presidential “signing statements” that 
asserted the president could ignore those 
statutes did not approve but was 
unwilling put through the political 
strainer veto. The plan attempted 

to lend legal cover to CIA, NSA, FBI, and 
military officials and operatives who 
became involved in a clandestine and 
almost certainly extra-legal presidential 
response to the Al Qaeda attacks. As- 
pects the response likely (and reason- 
ably) would have passed legal muster as 
temporary measures the frantic and 
frightening weeks following September 
11. But years later Addington and Yoo’s 
legal theories continued undergird the 
anti-terror program without any admin- 
istration effort enlist the approval, 

often the knowledge, its co-equal 
branches of government, as required by 
the Constitution. 

The “unitary executive” theory de- 
veloped Addington, Yoo, and their 
cohorts holds that, despite the fact 
that the Constitution, any school kid 
knows, demarcates a system of checks 
and balances among the executive, 
legislative, and judicial branches, the 
president may exercise virtually unfet- 
tered authority defend the nation. 
overlaid with fancy faux- 
scholarly position papers, the theory 
amounts to the risible notion that, 
because the president named the 
Constitution “Commander-in-Chief” 
the armed forces, has the power 
act alone any matter implicating 
“national security,” broadly construed. 
But just so. 

fact, overwhelming number 
legal experts and commentators “Free- 
dom Watch” among them have rejected 
the president’s power grab. And the 
administration has also navigated some 
choppy internal-review waters along 
the way. Administration lawyers often 
clashed with professional military law- 
yers and officers who feared danger to 
discipline and morale not mention 
the correspondingly grave threat un- 
lawful treatment American captives 
long-established, laboriously constructed 
international war conventions were cast 
aside. Jane Mayer, for example, wrote a 
startling February New Yorker account 
then-general counsel the Navy Alberto 
J. Mora’s heroic efforts to undermine the 
administration’s encouragement tor- 
ture prisoners, which was advanced 
the administration’s infamous “torture 
memos.” The military professionals, 
seems, were far more concerned about 
the White reckless shredding 
the laws war than were the president’s 
men many whom had avoided mili- 
tary service when younger and did not 
appreciate the need retain military dis- 
cipline.

Abuse of prisoners and detainees by US per- 
sonnel has occurred, at the very least, at three 
overseas sites: Abu Ghraib prison outside 
Baghdad, in Iraq; Guantanamo Bay, in Cuba; 
and Bagram Air Base, in Afghanistan. As of 
April, more than 330 cases have surfaced in 
which US military and civilian personnel are 
alleged to have abused, tortured, or killed 
detainees, implicating more than 600 US per- 
sonnel and involving more than 460 detainees. 

We still do not know how widespread, 
severe, and systemic the abuse was. Thanks 
to the Washington Post's Dana Priest's 
pioneering reporting, the public learned last 
November that the US government is operat- 
ing a “covert prison system set up by the CIA 
nearly four years ago that at various times 
has included sites in eight countries, including 
Thailand, Afghanistan and several democra- 
cies in Eastern Europe.” But what exactly has 
transpired at these sites remains unclear. 

Nor do we know what transpired during the 
first few years at Guantanamo Bay, since 

US officials wouldn't let lawyers or human- 
rights advocates survey the facility until 2004 
— more than two years after the detention fa- 
cility opened after the Supreme Court ruled 
that inmates have the right to receive visits 
from their lawyers. 

far, only lower-echelon military per- 
sonnel and one civilian contractor have been 
charged with abuse-related offenses, all com- 
mitted at Abu Ghraib. Yet federal prosecutors 
have numerous resources at their disposal to 
uncover what happened, and to work their way 
up the ladder toward prosecution of any of the 
president's men responsible for allowing the 
military and intelligence services to step out- 
side the traditional laws war.

Gradually, attempts insulate ad-

duct have come undone. June 2004,

After 
Arizona senator John McCain prevailed in 
getting Congress enact, overwhelm- 
ing bipartisan margins, law that bans 
cruel, inhumane, and degrading treat- 
ment foreign arrestees and insists that 
interrogation techniques follow tradi- 
tional Army Field Manual formulations, 
Bush felt compelled sign the legisla- 
tion. Yet Bush also issued “presidential 
signing statement,” which asserted the 
power ignore any provisions the 
new law that thought encroached 
his role commander chief. Later, 
Senate Judiciary Committee hearings, 
chaired by Pennsylvania Republican 
Arlen Specter, questioned the legality 
presidentially ordered National Security 
Agency eavesdropping. 


This past June, the Supreme Court 
made crystal clear that the emperor was 
without legal clothes. Hamdan Rumsfeld, 
the Court ruled not only that presidentially 
decreed military commissions try cap- 
tives were unlawful, but also — and this is 
huge also that the Geneva Conventions 
protect such prisoners. This had frighten- 
ing implications for administration opera- 
tives and higher-ups. meant that 
decade-old criminal statute, the War 
Crimes Act of 1996, which authorizes 
American courts prosecute violations 
of the Geneva Conventions, could now be 
applied them. The highest court the 
land thus supplied the legal basis for 
future prosecutions American personnel 
involved mistreatment prisoners 
and elsewhere, giving legal 
teeth to the concerns raised by McCain, 
Specter, and many others in Congress. 
Suddenly, the Italian arrest warrants fore- 
shadowed likely developments home. 

Hamdan caused Attorney General Gonza- 
les jump into action: now seeking 
protective legislation through amend- 
ments the War Crimes Act that would 
shield personnel who dealt too harshly 
with war-on-terror prisoners, result 
administration lawyers’ advice and 
orders from the commander chief.

According tally kept Human Rights 
Watch and reported Jeffrey Smith 
the Washington Post, “hundreds of service 
members deployed Iraq have been 
accused by the Army of mistreating 
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detainees, and at least 35 detainees have 
died military CIA custody.” even 
greater concern is Common Article Three 
of the Geneva Conventions, which defines 
war crimes include “outrages upon 
personal dignity, particular, humiliat- 
ing and degrading treatment,” which 
significantly broader than the administra- 
tion’s definition torture. 

Recent history suggests that a riot of 
pardons is on the way, and it could easily 
reach the cabinet level. Recall the indict- 
ment President Ronald defense 
secretary, Caspar W. Weinberger, for al- 
leged perjury during congressional inves- 
tigations into the Iran-Contra scandal in 
1987. The current president's father, George 
Bush, pardoned Weinberger and five 
others during the final days of his admin- 
istration in 1992, on the not-implausible 
theory that the prosecutions sought 
punish policy differences rather than real 
crimes. 

Of course, torture and massive privacy 
violations seem more akin to real crimes 
than do the policy differences Bush the 
elder invoked to justify his Iran-Contra 
pardons. therefore unlikely that 
member of the administration or a lower- 
echelon operative could credibly defend 
himself by claiming he believed in good 
faith that the president possessed the 
“inherent” authority to order torture. 

This absence “just following orders” 
defense, then, offers all the more reason 
to think that, the son will emulate the 
father and grant slew pardons during 
his final weeks in office. After all, even if 
Gonzales gets his War Crimes Act amend- 
ments, the chilling lesson from Italy still 
applies: government could always 
reverse it. So why would the “decider” in 
chief — who’s never met a presidential pre- 
rogative he didn’t like — turn away from 
the ironclad protection offered pardons? 
Count on it: he won't. After all, a pardon, 
like a diamond, is forever.

Furthermore, if a Democrat is elect- 
president 2008, control the 
prosecutorial arm the government 
would likely pass into hands hostile 
lawbreakers under the preceding 
administration, Even the election 
Republican president would not assure 
free pass. After all, some Republicans, 
including reputed presidential front- 
runner John McCain, have urged taking 
hard line against torture, and Senate 
Judiciary Committee chairman Arlen 
Specter has questioned executive- 
authorized NSA eavesdropping. 

Law-breaking administration operatives 
and those who transmitted presidential or- 
ders them could face real heat from any 
number angles.

Since October 
2002, Arthur’s editing/ 
publishing team Jay 
Babcock and Laris Kres- 
lins has been busy 
streaming the revelations and 
imperatives the New New Age into 
pop culture, where the kids can get 
it. Arthur, called “the American 
counterculture’s answer the New 
Yorker” by the London Guardian, has become 
the place where the ideas meet the 
music; where Jensen’s freefall apocalyp- 
tics can sit with total aptness beside 
piece nouveau hippie swooners 
Brightblack Morninglight.

formula with their second restaurant. 


The owners the Washington Square Tavern 
have a successful-restaurant formula, and 
thought simplified version that blueprint 
could work troublesome but large space 
the far end Audubon Circle’s restaurant 
row. Customers apparently agreed with 
them, since the new bar-restaurant (which 
doesn't take reservations) is often full by 6 pm 
especially the many outdoor tables during 
good weather. agree that the formula has 
many friends, but not sure that still 
one them, and miss some the small 
that got simplified out. 

The original bread the Washington 
Square Tavern was sourdough. The bread 
the Beacon Street Tavern dull French white 
bread. still sops some good sauces, but 
it’s step down. Certainly the Maine lobster 
chowder ($8) good, but chowder? The 
overwhelming flavors are heavily-smoked 
bacon and hot pepper. The broth offers little 
seafood sweetness, although there lobster 
meat (and skin-on potatoes and celery) the 
soup, and no-thickener cream base. 

Sashimi tuna tartare ($11) also domi- 
nated the seasonings, this case soy and 
sesame pervasive make more like 
marinated ceviche than sashimi, which fea- 
tures the subtle flavors plain raw fish. 
Again, this is good eating: tasty morsels of 
fish the obligatory cylinder (ironically 
approaching the dimensions standard 
can tuna fish), with terrific side salad 
arugula and three crisp fried triangles 
wonton skin. 

Most main dishes are served oversize 
plates. the plate oval and somewhat 
standardized, it’s called platter, sir- 
loin tips ($15), with choice potato 
(choose mashed), and a well-dressed stan- 
dard salad. The portions are generous and 
the meat well marinated, probably with 


soy and garlic. the plate round, it’s 
entrée. One these, special veal 
Milanese ($23), had two slightly over-fried 
scaloppini over nicely made creamy risotto 
(often a good choice at the Washington 
Square sibling) with bits vegetables, in- 
cluding asparagus stirred toward the end. 
The halibut ($23) is a vertical platter with a 
lively mango salsa over over-salted crust 
fine light piece fish, turn resting 
on smoky flavored beans. The beans were 
fully cooked, which has become such a rare 
condition for shell beans Boston that 
now worthy notice. you feel like more 
vegetables (and didn’t order the vegetarian 
entrée, layered eggplant dish), you can add 
side dish something like broccolini 
($3.50) for two or three people. Broccolini is 
like miniature broccoli, and therefore 
crunchier, but it also holds more garlic on 
each bite. favor this. 

The wine list lively and interesting, 
but the featured wines are rather expensive 
“second labels” West Coast 
the case our glass 2005 O’Reilly’s Pinot 
Noir ($8/glass; $32/bottle), this was not 
winning strategy. happen have visited 
Oregon wineries this summer, and found 
that the promising pinot noirs that have de- 
veloped there, mostly the past years, 
are wildly overbought and overpriced that 
second-label wines are soft and devoid 
character dating-bar meriot.
